This was followed by a quar­ 
tette, "She is Mine" by the well known 
California Quartette. 
This was ren­ 
dered in such fine shape that they were 
compelled to respond to an encore. 
After the applause had subsided the 
orchestra gave the last number of part 
I, a Toy Symphony, in which all the 
noises which are dear to children were 
to be found. 


Part two of the program opened with 
a beautiful selection, Poet and Peasant, 
from the orchestra. 
This was con­ 
sidered by many the finest piece of or­ 
chestral music which was given during 
the evening and it met with well de­ 
served and hearty applause. Mrs. Mary 
Mann Brown again favored the au­ 
dience with a vocal solo, Lullaby from 
Jocelyn, and responded gracefully to 
an encore. 
The next feature was a 
cornet solo by Mr. \V. Crabtree with 
orchestral accompaiment. 
The title 
of the piece was "The Barber of Se­ 
ville". 
Mr. Crabtree was obliged to 
appear once more before he was allow 
ed to retire. 
A humorous selection 
from the California Quartette followed 
and the success was such that they were 
obliged to respond twice to the clamer- 
ous applause which greeted them at 
the'end of each selection. 
During the 
second selection, Mrs. Winsloes Sooth­ 
ing Syrup, a witty hit was made at the 
Freshmen. 
Dance of the 
Autumn 
Leaves, by the orchestra closed the 
programme. 


There were over forty pieces on the 
stage and the excellent manner in 
which the management of the music 
was 
conducted 
reflects 
great credit 
upon their leader, Alex T. Stewart. It 
is the intention of the society to give 
three concerts during the season, this 
being the first, the others to occur in 
January and April respectively. 


Captain Brown Retires. 


Playing They are Men. 


The "War Department" of the Uni­ 
versity has won its first battle with the 
student editors of the Josh. 
E. L. G- 
Steele has been suspended for the" rest 
of the term, and Lloyd Robbins has 
been suspended for a month. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Winn is in supreme control of 
the field. 


E. L. G . Steele was the one who 
drew the cartoon that caused the trou­ 
ble. 
Robbins is the business manager 
of the paper, and was the author of an 
advertisement of a tailoring shop that 
reflected upon Lieutenant Winn and 
an old uniform story. 


This action was recommended by 
the faculty Committee on Students' 
Affairs to the faculty. 
The Academic 
Senate took action upon it this after­ 
noon, pronounced the sentences, and 
they were served on the students by 
Recorder Jionte. 


E. R. Jackson, who is one of the 
principal artists of "Josh" and a leader 
among the boys who issued this bright 
publication, narrowly escaped a sen­ 
tence similar to that of Robbins. His 
fate was for a while in the balance, but 
he finally escaped the wrath of the 
"War Department" and his student life 
was spared. 


Robbins will be permitted to return 
to college on December 1st, and Steele 
not until January 1st. 
Steele's sen­ 
tence was made the more severe be­ 
cause at the investigation he stood out 
and said that he would take the entire 
responsibility in the matter. 
Jackson 
and Robbins refused to allow anything 
of the kind to be done, and they told 
exactly what each had done. 
Both of 
the suspended students are members of 
the Zeta Psi Society and are well known 
in University affairs. 


Steele is a sophomore and lives in 
Oakland. 
He has been the leading 
spirit in the "J*osh" and has done some 
of the best work that has appeared in 
its pages. 
Robbins is a junior and 
lives in Suisun. 


"I have not received official notice 
of my suspension," said Mr. Steele last 
evening, "but I will have it tomorrow. 
I have nothing to say save that I will 
sever my connectiDn with the 'Josh' 
while I am out of college. 
I expect 
to continue the work on the paper 
when I return next term." 


"Josh" is ready for publication on 
Monday next and will come out as 
usual.—Examiner.

Cv S. MERRILL ALMOST KILLED 


LAST EVENING. 


Mrs Stephen Gage Laid to Rest in 


Mountain View-About the 


Oakland Theatre. 


Almost a Fatal Accident. 


Last evening at the close of the or­ 
chestral concert at Shattuck Hall, C. 


S. Merrill of San Francisco who plays 
the first violin started on a run to catch 
the San Francisco train which was just 
pulling out of the station. 


He attempted to jump on the for­ 
ward car but his violin case hampered 
him and he was thrown violently to 
the ground 
striking on his spine 
and hips. 
He was taken at once to 
Baer's drugstore where he was waited 
upon by Dr. Miner, who made a hasty 
examination and announced that the 
young man was not very badly hurt. 
This morning, however, it was thought 
that the young man had been injured 
internally as he complained of feeling 
something pricking him on the inside 
under his ribs. 
It is possible that a 
splinter might have been broken from 
the ribs and caused internal 
troubles. 


It is hoped that the young man will 
speedily recover and that he will ex­ 
perience no trouble from the accident 
in the future. 


His violin case was demolished and 
his violin was ruined, but they amount 
to nothing when one thinks of how 
near he came to losing his life.

Durrant Found Guilty. 


When the GAZETTE went to press 
last evening Judge Murphy was read­ 
ing his charge to the jury, and it was 
predicted that the jury would bring in 
a verdict of guilty before midnight. 


When the jury retired their first act 
was to select Mr. Dutton as foreman. 
That gentleman 
then proposed that 
they take a ballot which was done, and 
upon each of the twelve ballots was 
written the word "guilty." 


A ballot was then taken as to what 
degree of murder should be the ver­ 
dict, and it resulted in condemning 
Durrant to death. 


Durrant received the verdict with 
the same unconcern that he received 
everything else during the trial, and 
even the sobs and moans of his mother 
did not affect him in the least. 


Judge Murphy has set next Friday 
for the time of passing sentence. He 
will at the same time set the date of 
Durrant's trial for the murder of Min­ 
nie Williams. 


The verdict of the jury gives perfect 
satisfaction to the public, the great 
majority*'of whom believe that Durrant 
is guilty and that he has absolutely no 
defense. 


His cell has been changed, and he 
now occupies one with a forger. He 
will no longer be allowed to have his 
meals sent in to him, but will have to 
live on prison fare. 
He is not now 
the man suspected of a crime, but he 
is Theodore Durrant, the convicted 
murderer of Blanche Lamont, who 
will soon have to expiate his crime 
upon the gallows at San Quentin, 
where so many have of late danced 
upon air.
